Kohl  told  a  group  of  reporters  that  they  installed 
lights  Tuesday  afternoon  “as  a  defensive  tactic  to 
make  sure  of  safety  —  so  we  can  have  a  view  of 
anybody  in  the  compound  who  would  be  moving 
toward  the  law  enforcement  positions.” 

The  first  six  shots  in  the  standoff  were  fired  at 
4:30  p.m.  Tuesday  when  the  first  bank  of  floodlights 
was  switched  on.  Five  hours  later,  when  additional 
lights  were  turned  on,  three  bursts  of  17  rounds 
each  followed.  Kohl  said.  More  rounds  were  fired 
Wednesday  morning  at  4:30  and  two  hours  later. 

Meanwhile,  a  federal  ^and  jury  in  Salt  Lake 
City  issued  a  four-count  indictment  against  Mrs. 
Singer  and  Swapp,  who  is  married  to  two  of  the 
widow’s  daughters. 

Assistant  U.S.  Attorney  Richard  Lambert  said 
they  were  worried  about  how  to  serve  the  arrest 
warrants  without  undue  risk  to  federal  agents,  so 
they  dropped  them  from  a  helicopter. 

Authorities  said  they  observed  what  appeared  to 
be  a  male  armed  with  a  rifle  come  out  of  the  house 
and  pick  up  the  package  containing  a  letter  almost 
immediately  after  it  was  dropped. 

“Basically  the  content  of  the  letter ...  was  advis¬ 


ing  Addam  Swapp  and  Vickie  Singer  that  we  now 
have  federal  arrest  warrants  for  them  and  ...  of 
course  explaining  to  them  that  it  is  the  order  of  the 
court  that  they  come  out  and  surrender,”  said 
Nolan  Douglas,  special  agent  for  the  Bureau  of 
Alcohol,  Tobacco  and  Firearms’  San  Francisco  of¬ 
fice. 

“Our  plan  is  to  discuss  this  matter  with  them  as 
soon  as  they  call,  hopefully  in  the  very  next  two 
hours,”  Douglas  said.  He  said  no  contact  had  been 
initiated  since  the  package  was  dropped  between  4 
p.m.  and  5  p.m.  on  Wednesday. 

The  charges  included  malicious  damage  with  an 
explosive,  use  of  a  destructive  device  in  relation  to 
a  violent  crime,  possession  of  an  unregistered  de¬ 
structive  device,  and  aiding  and  abetting  in  armed 
assaults  on  federal  agents. 

Lambert  said  the  charges  superseded  similar 
state  charges  filed  Sunday  against  the  pair,  with 
the  added  charge  related  to  the  gunfire. 

Kohl  said  individuals,  believed  to  be  members  of 
the  clan  and  who  appeared  to  be  armed,  had  been 
seen  running  to  and  from  various  buildings  within 
the  compound  throughout  the  night.

Editor’s  note:  The  following  article 
is  a  commentary  by  a  Daily  Universe 
reporter  who  visited  the  site  near  the 
Singer  compound  Wednesday. 

MARION  —  Tired  and  cold,  some 
of  the  people  behind  the  scenes  at  the 
Singer  compound  are  predicting  they 
might  be  in  for  a  long  wait. 

These  people  include  law  enforce¬ 
ment  officials  who  are  trying  to  nego¬ 
tiate  a  peaceful  outcome  and  the  me¬ 
dia  representatives  who  are  on  hand 
to  report  the  latest  developments. 

Their  home  is  temporarily  the 
bombed  stake  center  of  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints, 
which  serves  as  the  command  center. 
The  stake  center’s  parking  lot  no 
longer  has  room  for  the  cars  of  church 
worshippers  —  it  is  now  occupied  by 
law  enforcement  and  media  vehicles. 

Most  of  the  people  have  been  here 
since  the  ordeal  began  on  Saturday. 


There  are  approximately  80  officials, 
including  FBI  agents,  agents  from 
the  Bureau  of  Alcohol,  Tobacco  and 
Firearms  (ATF),  Utah  State  Police, 
Summit  County  Police  and  SWAT 
teams  from  Nevada  and  Salt  Lake. 
They  have  been  putting  in  12-hour 
shifts  each  day,  and  many  of  them  do 
not  mind  admitting  they  are  weary 
and  wish  this  whole  ordeal  would  end. 

The  media  also  is  putting  in  long 
hours.  Some  are  manning  on-location 
vehicles  24  hours  a  day,  while  re¬ 
porters  wait  for  the  next  press  brief¬ 
ing  or  some  action  in  the  compound. 

On  Wednesday  morning  the  com¬ 
mand  center  was  relatively  quiet.  'The 
only  sound  was  the  steady  drone  of 
gas-powered  generators.  It  was  diffi¬ 
cult  to  believe  that  only  hours  earlier 
a  barrage  of  gunfire  came  from  the 
compound  a  mile  in  the  distance. 

Few  people  braved  the  tempera¬ 
ture  which  only  pushed  the  mercury 
to  a  chilling  five  degrees.  Media  rep-

“The  economy  is  in  great  shape,” 
F’itzwater  said.  “This  December  fig¬ 
ure  seems  to  indicate  a  downward 
trend  and  gives  further  assurance 
that  inflation  is  under  control.” 

The  seasonally  adjusted  December 
price  increase  was  the  best  one- 
month  performance  in  the  Consumer 
Price  Index  since  July  1986,  when  it 
showed  no  change.  Prices  had  been  up 
0.3  percent  in  November  and  0.4  per¬ 
cent  in  October. 

The  report  showed  price  activity  to 
be  tame  between  the  stock  market 
crash  in  mid-October  and  the  end  of 
1987,  with  oil  prices  tapering  off  again 
after  their  earlier  rebound  and  most 
lingering  inflation  coming  from  the 
weaker  U.S.  dollar. 

“Business  in  1988  will  not  be  as 
strong  as  it  was  in  1987,”  said 
Lawrence  Kudlow,  an  economic  con¬ 
sultant  for  Bear  Stearns,  a  New  York 
investment  house.  “The  positive  is 
that  the  inflation  rate  is  low  and  that 
there’s  plenty  of  room  for  interest 
rates  to  decline  in  1988.” 

Energy  prices  were  up  8.2  percent 
in  1987  after  falling  19.7  percent  in 
1986. 

But  in  December,  energy  costs 
were  down  a  hefty  1.1  percent,  in¬ 


cluding  a  2.2  percent  decline  for  gaso¬ 
line,  a  1.5  percent  fall  for  heating  oil 
and  a  0.2  percent  drop  for  natural  gas 
and  electricity. 

For  the  year,  gasoline  prices  were 
up  18.6  percent;  heating  oil  costs 
gained  12.9  percent;  natural  gas  and 
electricity  charges  were  up  0.3  per¬ 
cent. 

The  price  of  consumer  goods  rose 
3.5  percent  in  1987,  up  from  1.4  per¬ 
cent  in  1986.  This  category  most 
closely  shows  higher  import  prices 
from  a  declining  dollar. 


The  dollar  fell  25  percent  against 
the  Japanese  yen  and  20  percent 
against  the  West  German  mark  dur¬ 
ing  1987. 

A  lower  dollar  makes  U.S.  goods 
cheaper  overseas  at  the  same  time  it 
increases  the  price  of  foreign  goods  at 
home. 

The  overall  4.4  percent  inflation 
rate  for  1987  was  viewed  as  relatively 
tame  from  a  historical  point  of  view  by 
most  analysts,  even  though  it  was  the 
highest  rate  since  a  8.9  percent  in¬ 
crease  in  1981.

Police  say  family  members  have  al¬ 
ready  bombed  the  church  here, 
scrawled  messages  on  some  area 
houses  and  sent  life-threatening  let¬ 
ters  to  neighbors. 

A  nearby  neighbor  of  the  Singers, 
who,  along  with  her  family,  was  evac¬ 
uated  from  her  home  by  the  P’BI,  said 
Swapp  apparently  broke  into  her 
home  and  used  her  phone  as  his 
“secret  way”  to  contact  KUTV  and 
claim  responsibility  for  the  bombing. 

'The  neighbor  also  claims  Swapp, 
while  in  her  home,  drew  across  the 
face  of  a  picture  of  Ezra  Taft  Benson, 
president  of  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

KUTV  says  it  received  a  phone  call 
Sunday  from  a  man  claiming  to  be 
Swapp. 

This  small  farming  community  of 
about  250  people  has  received  na¬ 
tional  attention  after  an  LDS  stake 
center  was  bombed  here  Jan.  16. 
Some  of  the  residents  say  they  wish 


the  episode  with  the  Singers  had  hap¬ 
pened  someplace  else. 

Patsy  Lewis,  who  lives  across  the 
street  from  the  bombed  stake  center, 
said  this  is  something  she  would 
rather  “read  about  or  hear  about” 
than  live  through. 

Many  of  Marion’s  residents  are  hes¬ 
itant  to  talk  with  the  media  about  the 
incident  or  say  anything  about  the 
Singer  family. 

According  to  a  member  of  the  Sum¬ 
mit  County  Sheriff  s  Department  who 
did  not  want  to  be  named,  the  resi¬ 
dents’  reluctance  to  talk  stems  from 
life-threatening  letters  and  phone 
calls  many  residents  said  they  have 
received  from  Swapp. 

He  said  the  people  of  Marion  and 
neighboring  communities  will  still 
have  to  live  with  the  Singer  family 
after  the  press  and  law  enforcement 
officials  have  gone. 

Dan  Symmes  of  the  Kamas  Ranger 
Station  said  that  people  hesitate  to 
say  anything  because  the  Singers 
may  see  them  on  TV  talking  with  re¬ 
porters.  He  said  the  Singers  would 
mark  them  as  more  people  to  retaliate 
against. 

“These  people  are  irrational.  You 
can’t  reason  with  them,”  he  said.

A  task  force  of  local  citizens  has  a 
six-week  deadline  to  help  develop 
ways  of  saving  the  abandoned 
Academy  Square  buildings. 

Provo  City  Council  announced  the 
formation  of  a  nine-member  commit¬ 
tee  at  its  Tuesday  meeting.  Commit¬ 
tee  members  will  be  chosen  by  Fri¬ 
day. 

Durine:  the  six-week  period,  the 


committee  is  expected  to  hear  com¬ 
ments  from  legal  council,  architects, 
police  and  fire  departments,  BYU  of¬ 
ficials  and  economists. 

Wallace  Raynor,  president  of 
Brigham  Young  Academy  Founda¬ 
tion,  said  the  highest  priority  of  this 
committee  should  be  preservation 
and  it  should  be  broad  in  scope  — 
including  Orem,  BYU  and  all  of  Utah 
County. 

“The  preservation  of  this  landmark 
is  not  just  a  Provo  issue.  There  is  a  lot 


of  feeling  throughout  the  Utah  Val¬ 
ley,”  said  Raynor. 

Richard  Poll,  former  BYU  profes¬ 
sor  of  history,  said  that  the  commit¬ 
ment  of  the  committee  should  be  to 
preserve  the  buildings  if  it  is  possible 
—  not  if  it  is  convenient.  Poll  is  also  a 
member  of  the  Brigham  Young 
Academy  Foundation. 

“I  taught  classes  down  on  the  lower 
campus  (Academy  Square)  as  well  as 
attended  plays,”  said  Poll.

“They  wish  now  they  had  this  (type  of 
legislation)  before  the  state  got  the 
reputation  of  being  a  fertile  field,  a 
sympathetic  base,”  for  supremacy 
groups.  “I  don’t  want  Utah  to  make 
the  same  mistake.” 

Butler  however,  said  this  action 
will  not  stop  him  from  opening  an  of¬ 
fice  in  Utah  this  spring,  possibly  in 
Provo.  “The  resolution  will  not  slow 
down  the  teachings  of  the  group  in 
Utah.  Provo  is  still  a  possibility  for  a 
base.

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Riots  may  lead  to  curfews  in  Jerusalem 


JERUSALEM  (AP)  —  Israel  said  Wednesday  it  might  use  curfews  for  the 
first  time  to  quell  riots  in  Arab  east  Jerusalem,  where  a  police  jeep  stoned  by 
children  ran  down  a  protester  and  crashed,  injuring  two  officers. 

Increasing  numbers  of  Jerusalem’s  Arabs  have  been  caught  up  in  the 
nationalist  fervor  generated  by  six  weeks  of  violence  in  the  occupied  West 
Bank  and  Gaza  Strip,  in  which  Israeli  gunfire  has  killed  at  least  36  Palestini¬ 
ans. 

In  northern  Israel,  soldiers  killed  three  Palestinians  who  infiltrated  from 
Lebanon  with  grenades  and  automatic  rifles  in  an  apparent  attempt  to  raid  a 
civilian  settlement,  the  army  said. 

An  Israeli  soldier  was  reported  wounded. 

U.N.  officials  in  the  Gaza  Strip  reported  at  least  seven  Arabs  hospitalized 
with  beating  injuries. 

On  Tuesday,  Defense  Minister  Yitzhak  Rabin  said  he  was  ordering  soldiers 
to  answer  protesters  with  beatings  rather  than  bullets. 

Israel’s  unofficial  election  campaign  began  with  an  attack  by  Labor  Party 
leaders  on  the  right-wing  Likud  bloc  of  Prime  Minister  Yitzhak  Shamir,  with 
which  Labor  shares  power  in  a  fractious  coalition. 

Foreign  Minister  Shimon  Peres,  the  Labor  Party  leader,  said  Likud  was 
ignoring  a  chance  for  peace  by  refusing  concessions  to  the  Arabs,  and  told 
party  supporters:  “The  present  government  is  nearing  its  end,  thank  God.” 


Contra  aid  debate  heats  up  in  Congress 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  President  Reagan  said  Wednesday  that  Congress 
will  commit  “one  of  America’s  most  tragic  mistakes”  if  it  refuses  to  give  more 
money  to  Nicaraguan  rebels. 

House  Speaker  Jim  Wright,  D-Texas,  accused  Reagan  of  pursuing  a  mili¬ 
tary  victory  and  the  overthrow  of  the  Sandinista  regime. 

There  was  a  sharpening  of  rhetoric  on  both  sides  as  supporters  and  oppo¬ 
nents  of  rebel  aid  tried  to  marshal  forces  for  a  showdown  vote  next  month  that 
will  sustain  the  Contra  force  oreffectively  put  it  out  of  business. 

The  White  House  angrily  rebutted  charges  that  the  adminstration  was 
trying  to  sabotage  the  peace  process  in  Central  America. 

“The  Democrats,  Chris  Dodd  and  others,  they  want  a  surrender,”  said 
presidential  spokesman  Marlin  Fit.zwater.  “They  think  surrender  is  the  best 
way  to  achive  peace.  We  disagree.” 

Dodd,  a  Democratic  senator  from  Connecticut  and  opponent  of  Contra  aid, 
had  said  the  administration  should  more  carefully  examine  the  peace  plan.

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BOSTON  (AP)  —  A  new  blood  test  can  identify  alcoholics,  even  when  they 
haven’t  had  a  drink  for  several  years,  researchers  report. 

Experts  say  the  test  could  become  an  important  means  of  spotting  alco¬ 
holism  early  so  it  can  be  treated  before  permanent  damage  occurs.  It  might 
even  give  doctors  a  way  to  spot  children  who  are  at  high  risk  of  becoming 
alcoholics  when  they  grow  up. 

But  the  researchers  said  further  study  is  necessary  to  determine  whether 
the  differences  they  found  occur  only  after  years  of  alcohol  abuse,  or  instead 
reflect  some  inherited  difference  in  the  biological  makeup  of  alcoholics. 

The  researchers  said  their  test,  which  measures  two  blood  chemicals,  was 
about  75  percent  accurate  in  distinguishing  alcoholics  from  people  who  don’t 
have  drinking  problems. 

“The  study  may  simply  provide  a  means  for  distinguishing  individuals  who 
drink  a  lot,”  said  Dr.  Boris  Tabakoff.  “F or  physicians,  it  is  imperative  to  know 
whether  problems  may  be  alcohol  related.  ”

“You  feel  it’s  going  to  happen  in  Chicago  or  New  York;  now  it’s  next  door,” 
said  Jane  F elten,  a  secretary  at  St.  Augustine  Roman  Catholic  Church,  where 
both  the  victim,  Michael  L.  Fink,  and  the  suspects  attended  services. 

“They  murdered  this  man  for  a  jarful  of  pennies.  Isn’t  that  sad,”  said  Carol 
Kuettner,  executive  director  of  the  Mower  County  Senior  Center,  where  Fink 
was  a  frequent  visitor. 

Police  arrested  the  teen-agers,  whose  names  have  not  been  released  be¬ 
cause  they  are  juveniles,  on  Monday,  three  days  after  a  neighbor  found  Fink’s 
home  on  fire. 

Authorities  believe  the  young  men  set  fire  to  the  house  after  the  robbery  to 
disguise  the  crime.  Police  Chief  Donald  Hoffman  said. 

The  Rev.  Charles  Collins,  of  LeRoy,  has  known  both  youths  since  his  days 
as  an  assistant  pastor  at  St.  Augustine  from  1981-86.  He  now  teaches  next 
door  at  Pacelli  High  School,  the  parochial  school  that  the  teen-agers  attended.

resentatives  waited  in  th^eir  cars  for 
another  press  conference  while  many 
law  enforcement  officials  also  re¬ 
mained  in  their  vehicles,  plotting 
their  strategy  for  the  day. 

As  9:30  a.m.  drew  nearer,  the  me¬ 
dia  emerged  and  milled  around,  dis¬ 
cussing  events  of  the  previous  night, 

Some  of  them  stomped  their  feet 
and  rubbed  their  hands  together  to 
keep  warm. 

One  worker  from  a  local  television 
station  told  colleagues  he  had  three 


Humphrey  Bogart  films  for  them  to 
view  that  night  to  help  pass  the  time. 

Finally  an  F’BI  agent  emerged  to 
tell  the  press  about  the  most  recent 
developments.  The  media  huddled  to¬ 
gether,  partially  to  hear  the  agent 
better,  and  partially  for  body  heat. 

The  briefing  answered  questions 
about  the  recent  gunfire,  but  it  did 
not  bring  any  new  hope  of  a  resolution 
in  the  near  future.  With  their  note¬ 
books  in  hand,  the  reporters  re¬ 
treated  to  the  warmth  of  their  vehi¬ 
cles  until  the  next  press  conference. 


FARMINGTON  (AP)  —  A  one-year  jail  term  and  $1,250  fine  has 
been  given  to  a  former  Hurricane  police  officer  for  his  part  in  a  series  of 
burglaries  with  other  law  officers. 

In  a  hearing  Wednesday,  2nd  District  Judge  Douglas  Cornaby  said  Gregg 
A.  Ballard,  27,  of  Woods  Cross,  deserved  the  jail  time  because  he  had  betrayed 
the  public  trust. 

In  a  bargain  with  Davis  County  prosecutors,  Ballard  pleaded  guilty  Dec.  3 
to  two  counts  of  conspiracy  to  commit  theft. 

Centerville  police  arrested  Ballard  in  September,  along  with  former  Cen¬ 
terville  officer  Ronald  A.  Peterson,  31,  Bountiful,  and  former  Centerville 
reserve  officers  Michael  R.  Phillips,  24,  Murray,  and  Rodger  K.  Rowe,  25, 
West  Valley  City. 

All  four  men  have  been  sentenced  since  pleading  guilty  to  charges  stemming 
from  thefts  committed  in  Davis  County  between  1983  and  1985. 

In  addition  to  the  jail  term  and  fine,  Ballard  was  ordered  to  make  restitution 
of  $660.  Ballard’s  attorney,  Fred  Metos,  asked  Cornaby  to  consider  his  client’s 
good  record  and  give  him  probation  instead  of  jail  time.

“Dance  In  Concert”  1988  begins  at 
BYU  tonight. 

Varied  combinations  of  movement 
merge  with  sight  and  sound  media  to 
enhance  the  production. 

Themes  vary  in  extremes  with  nu¬ 
merous  styles  of  dance,  art  and  music 
which  are  applied  throughout  the  pro¬ 
gram. 

Costumes  change  from  soft,  deli¬ 
cate  tones  to  harsh,  vibrant  colors 
from  piece  to  piece. 

“Dance  In  Concert”  is  a  work  of 
several  arts  combined  to  create  a 
theme.  It  has  been  a  major  modern 
dance  presentation  for  several  years. 
“It  is  a  collaboration  of  artists  work¬ 
ing  with  each  other, ’’said  Pat  Deben- 
ham,  concert  director. 

According  to  Debenham,  collabora¬ 
tion  is  the  overall  theme. 

“We’re  using  the  talents  of  other 
dancers,  musicians,  and  artists  to 
give  a  different  look  to  the  annual  per¬ 
formance,”  said  Debenham. 

“This  varies  from  the  airplane  pro¬ 
peller  sounds  from  percussionists  in 
‘Ballet  Mechanique’  to  new  original 
music  for  several  of  the  other 
dances,”  he  said. 

“Ballet  Mechanique,” with  music 
by  George  Antheil,  was  written  back 
in  the  1920s  which  caused  a  fist  fight 
in  a  concert  hall,”  said  Ron  Brough, 
music  faculty  percussionist.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  Brough,  this  piece  was  written 
as  a  statement  about  fear  of  technol¬ 
ogy  taking  over  the  world.  According 
to  Debenham,  the  music  was  incredi¬ 
bly  hard  to  work  with  because  of  the 
constant  change  of  rhythm.  “It  has 
been  a  great  challenge.” 

“’Dance  In  Concert ’lis  produced  by 
the  modern  dance  department,”  says 
Caroline  Prohosky,  dance  faculty 
member.  “The  modern  dancp  concert 
is  unique  because  every  dance  is  dif¬ 
ferent,”  says  Prohosky.  She  esti¬ 
mates  that  20  to  30  students  are  in  the 
production. 

“Modern  dance  is  the  kind  of  dance 


that  is  pushing  toward  the  frontier 
and  finding  new  ways  to  do 
things, ’’said  Prohosky. 

“I  Want,  I  Can’t  Remember,”  a 
Dancers’  Company  number,  was  com¬ 
posed  by  Ford  Evans,  a  former 
dancer  of  Repertory  Dance  Theater 
and  University  of  Utah  faculty  mem¬ 
ber. 

This  piece  examines  human  rela¬ 
tionships  through  music.  The 
Dancers’  Company  will  use  this  work 
during  its  1988  South  American  sum¬ 
mer  tour. 

“The  Parable,”  choreographed  by 
Cathy  Black,  emerges  from  scripture 
and  a  painting  by  Gayla  P.  Larson. 
The  piece  uses  the  music  of  Murray 
Boren,  a  New  York  composer  and 
played  by  BYU  Philharmonic  Orches¬ 
tra,  which  is  directed  by  Clyn  Barrus, 
and  features  soloist  Marilyn  Rudolph. 

“Four  Shakespearean  Women,”  a 
dance  by  Prohosky,  gives  a  short 
glance  of  each  medieval  character. 
Rick  Chitwood,  Dance  Department’s 
composer-in-residence,  composed 
this  piece.  The  music  represents 
parts  of  Shakespeare’s  plays.  Per¬ 
formers  include  Amy  Clark,  Lisa 
Ford,  Melonie  Mullen,  and  Heather 
Sanders. 

“Legacy”  is  a  20- minute  piece  by 
Les  Ditson  that  makes  a  moral  state¬ 
ment  about  the  environment  being 
contaminated. 

It  portrays  a  peaceful  religious  life 
where  fantasies  and  dreams  exist. 
Performers  for  this  number  are  Dit¬ 
son,  Todd  Allen,  Penny  Casperson, 
Cammie  Jordan,  Rosanna  Love,  An¬ 
gela  Nyre,  Laura  Pierce,  Francis 
Rosario,  Laura  Stewart,  and  Barbara 
Thatcher.

There  have  been  many  outstanding  speeches  delivered  in  the  cavernous 
Marriott  Center  in  the  past.  No  doubt  there  will  be  fine  ones  in  the  future. 

But  few  will  approach  the  power  and  passion  of  Pres.  Jeffrey  R.  Hol¬ 
land’s  last  week  on  the  subject  of  human  intimacy  and  its  relationship  with 
the  Divine,  as  well  as  with  ourselves  and  society. 

For  the  hundreds  of  students  and  others  who  found  excuses  not  to  be  at 
the  Marriott  Center  during  this  important  collective  experience,  we  urge 
you  to  ponder  the  speech  as  a  great  commentary  on  one  of  the  most 
discussed  and  least-hearkened-to  subjects  of  our  age  and  apply  it  in  your 
lives. 

Little  of  what  Pres.  Holland  said  is  new.  As  Latter-day  Saints  and 
Christians,  we  have  heard  the  subject  of  moral  cleanliness  and  purity 
before.  Something  inside  of  us  recognizes  this  concept  as  truth.  But  usu¬ 
ally  we  feel  the  speaker  is  talking  to  someone  else. 

The  subject  of  modesty  has  been  around  since  Adam  and  Eve  put  on  fig 
leaves  in  the  garden  of  Eden  as  a  symbol  of  modesty.  Moses  and  other 
great  prophets  and  eastern  and  western  philosophers  have  warned  against 
the  evils  of  adultery,  fornication  and  homosexuality  in  the  Ten  Command- 
:  ...  "  '  -  ments  and  other  writings  in¬ 
i'  -r  eluding  the  Koran.

JL  1 1 himself  to  be  compromised.  The 
^  Savior  cautioned  against  look¬ 

ing  after  a  woman  with  lust. 


But  Pres.  Holland  went  beyond  these  great  admonitions  to  bring  this 
message  to  a  student  society  trying  to  be  different  from  those  in  the 
perverted  world  of  mankind  who  are  “down  on  all  fours  and  sniffing.” 

Despite  the  passion  and  fiery  imagery,  however,  Pres.  Holland’s  mes¬ 
sage  was  gentle  and  positive,  but  urgent  and  persuasive. 

Sexual  intimacy  is  to  be  controlled  and  utilized  for  the  purposes  for 
which  it  was  intended  —  for  giving  life  and  sharing  love  with  our  legally- 
wedded  mates.  To  do  otherwise  is  to  mock  God,  to  trivialize  the  atonement 
and  to  endanger  our  very  souls. 

At  the  risk  of  being  accused  of  trying  to  “steady  the  ark”  or  trying  to  add 
to  Pres.  Holland’s  message,  we  wish  to  urge  our  fellow  community  mem¬ 
bers  to  ponder  his  words  and  recommendations  to  be  better  individuals. 

We  can  be  heartened  by  Pres.  Holland’s  comments  that  “most”  of  us  are 
aware  of  the  priority  of  personal  purity  and  of  the  seriousness  of  promiscu¬ 
ity. 

For  those  few  who  may  have  problems  in  this  area,  we  call  attention  to 
the  process  of  re-aligning  one’s  personal  lifestyle  with  prescribed  conduct 
by  meeting  with  proper  ecclesiastical  leaders  in  the  LDS  Church  as  well  as 
in  other  faiths  represented  in  our  student  body. 

Realizing  the  serious  nature  and  importance  of  personal  purity  is  only 
the  first  step  toward  maintaining  it.  Serious  transgression  is  the  result  of 
participating  in  a  series  of  previous  demoralizing  actions.  But  there  are 
things  we  can  do  in  our  daily  lives  to  avoid  the  first  steps  that  lead  to 
transgression. 

Pres.  Holland  mentioned  the  power  of  self-control.  We  should  begin  by 
practicing  self-control  on  our  thoughts,  words  and  daily  actions.  We  can 
control  the  things  we  allow  to  come  into  our  minds  by  avoiding  the  mo\  ie>, 
books,  literature,  pictures  and  music  that  demoralize  and  desensii  ize  u.". 
We  can  control  the  things  we  say,  the  conversations  we  engage  in  and 
listen  to.  We  can  control  our  actions  and  the  circumstances  in  wliiiL  we 
find  ourselves. 

Following  the  counsels  of  the  leaders  of  the  church  on  developiiu;  pei'- 
sonal  righteousness  can  also  safeguard  us  against  transgression.  Reading 
the  scriptures  and  other  uplifting  books,  praying  daily,  attending  chui'ch 
meetings,  and  avoiding  circumstances  that  tempt  us  to  compromi^i'  oui' 
standards  are  only  a  few  suggestions  leaders  have  given  to  us.

Of  Souls,  Symbols  and  Sacraments 


Editor’s  note:  The  following  is  a  condensation  of  Pres. 
Jeffrey  R.  Holland’s  Jan.  12  Tuesday  Devotional  assem¬ 
bly  address. 

This  responsibility  to  speak  to  you  never  gets  any  easier 
for  me.  I  think  it  gets  more  difficult  as  the  years  go  by.  I 
grow  a  little  older,  the  world  and  its  litany  of  problems  get 
a  little  more  complex,  and  your  hopes  and  dreams  become 
ever-more  important  to  me  the  longer  I  am  at  BYU.  I  care 
very  much  about  you  now  and  forever. 

My  topic  is  that  of  human  intimacy,  a  topic  as  sacred  as 
any  I  know  and  more  sacred  than  anything  I  have  ever 
addressed  from  this  podium.  It  would  be  better  not  to 
address  the  topic  at  all  than  to  damage  it  with  casualness 
or  carelessness.  Indeed  it  is  against  such  casualness  and 
carelessness  that  I  wish  to  speak. 

I  am  thrilled  that  most  of  you  are  doing  wonderfully  well 
in  the  matter  of  personal  purity.  There  isn’t  as  worthy  and 
faithful  a  group  of  university  students  anywhere  on  earth. 
You  are  an  inspiration  to  me.  But  a  few  of  you  are  not 
doing  so  well  and  much  of  the  world  around  us  is  not  doing 
well  at  all. 

Gospel  view  of  purity 

I  do  not  wish  us  to  spend  this  hour  documenting  social 
problems  nor  wringing  our  hands  over  the  dangers  that 
such  outside  influences  may  hold  for  us.  As  serious  as  such 
contemporary  realities  are  I  wish  to  discuss  this  topic  in 
quite  a  different  way,  discuss  it  specifically  for  Latter-day 
Saints  —  primarily  young,  unmarried  Latter-day  Saints 
attending  Brigham  Young  University.  So  I  conspicuously 
set  aside  the  horrors  of  AIDS  and  national  statistics  on 
illegitimate  pregnancies,  and  speak  rather  to  a  gospel- 
based  view  of  personal  purity. 

Indeed,  I  wish  to  do  something  even  a  bit  more  difficult 
than  listing  the  do’s  and  don’ts  of  personal  purity.  I  wish  to 
speak,  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  on  why  we  should  be 
clean,  on  why  moral  discipline  is  such  a  significant  matter 
in  God’s  eyes.  I  wish  to  try  to  give  at  least  a  partial  answer 
to  “why  be  morally  clean?”  I  will  need  first  to  pose  briefly 
what  I  see  as  the  doctrinal  seriousness  of  the  matter 
before  then  offering  just  three  reasons  for  such  serious¬ 
ness. 

Why  is  this  matter  of  sexual  relationships  so  severe  that 
fire  is  almost  always  the  metaphor,  with  passion  pictured 
vividly  in  flames?  What  is  there  in  the  potentially  hurtful 
heat  of  this  that  leaves  one’s  soul  —  or  perhaps  the  whole 
world  according  to  Frost  —  destroyed,  if  that  flame  is  left 
unchecked  and  those  passions  unrestrained?  What  is 
there  in  all  of  this  that  prompts  Alma  to  warn  his  son 
Corianton  that  sexual  transgression  is  “an  abomination  in 
the  sight  of  the  Lord;  yea,  most  abominable  above  all  sins 
save  it  be  the  shedding  of  innocent  blood  or  denying  the 
Holy  Ghost”  (Alma  39:5,  emphasis  added)? 

The  plan  of  life 

Setting  aside  sins  against  the  Holy  Ghost  for  a  moment 
as  a  special  category  unto  themselves,  it  is  LDS  doctrine 
that  sexual  transgi’ession  is  second  only  to  murder  in  the 
Lord’s  list  of  life’s  most  serious  sins.  By  assigning  such 
rank  to  a  physical  appetite  so  conspicuously  evident  in  all 
of  us,  what  is  God  trying  to  tell  us  about  its  place  in  His 
plan  for  all  men  and  women  in  mortality?  I  submit  to  you 
He  is  doing  precisely  that  —  commenting  about  the  very 
plan  of  life  itself.  Clearly  God’s  greatest  concerns  regard¬ 
ing  mortality  are  how  one  gets  into  this  world  and  how  one 
gets  out  of  it.  These  two  most  important  issues  in  our  very 
personal  and  carefully  supervised  progress  are  the  two 
issues  which  He  as  our  Creator  and  Father  and  Guide 
wishes  most  to  reserve  to  Himself.  These  are  the  two 
matters  which  He  has  repeatedly  told  us  He  wants  us 
never  to  take  illegally,  illicitly,  unfaithfully,  without  sanc¬ 
tion. 


As  for  the  taking  of  life,  we  are  generally  quite  responsi¬ 
ble.  But  in  the  significance  and  sanctity  of  giving  of  life, 
some  of  us  are  not  so  responsible  and  in  the  larger  world 
swirling  around  us  we  find  near-criminal  irresponsibility. 
What  would  in  the  case  of  taking  life  bring  absolute  horror 
and  demand  grim  justice,  in  the  case  of  giving  life  brings 
dirty  jokes  and  four-letter  lyrics  and  crass  carnality  on  the 
silver  screen,  home-owned  or  downtown. 

So  much  for  the  doctrinal  seriousness.  Now,  with  a 
desire  to  prevent  such  painful  moments,  to  avoid  what 
Alma  called  the  “inexpressible  horror”  of  standing  in  the 
presence  of  God  unworthily,  and  to  permit  the  intimacy  it 
is  your  right  and  privilege  and  delight  to  enjoy  in  marriage 
not  to  be  tainted  by  such  crushing  remorse  and  guilt  —  I 
wish  to  give  those  three  reasons  I  mentioned  earlier  as  to 
why  I  believe  this  is  an  issue  of  such  magnitude  and 
consequence. 

First  we  simply  must  understand  the  revealed,  re¬ 
stored  Latter-day  Saint  doctrine  of  the  soul,  and  of  the 
high  and  inextricable  part  the  body  plays  in  that  doctrine. 
One  of  the  “plain  and  precious”  truths  restored  to  this 
dispensation  is  that  “the  spirit  and  the  body  are  the  soul  of 
man”  (D&C  88:15)  and  that  when  the  spirit  and  body  are 
separated,  men  and  women  “cannot  receive  a  fulness  of 
joy”  (D&C  93:34).  Certainly  that  suggests  something  of 
the  reason  why  the 


their  dreams.  And  the  external  symbol  of  that  union,  the 
physical  manifestation  of  what  is  a  far  deeper  spiritual  and 
metaphysical  bonding,  is  the  physical  blending  that  is  part 
of —  indeed  a  most  beautiful  and  gratifying  expression  of 
—  that  larger,  more  complete  union  of  eternal  purpose 
and  promise. 

As  all  couples  come  to  that  moment  of  bonding  in 
mortality  it  is  to  be  just  such  a  complete  union.  That 
commandment  cannot  be  fulfilled,  and  that  symbolism  of 
“one  flesh”  cannot  be  preserved,  if  we  hastily  and  guiltily, 
and  surreptitiously  share  intimacy  in  a  darkened  corner  of 
a  darkened  hour,  then  just  as  hastily  and  guiltily  and 
surreptitiously  retreat  to  our  separate  worlds  —  not  to 
eat  or  live  or  cry  or  laugh  together,  not  to  do  the  laundry 
and  the  dishes  and  the  homework,  not  manage  a  budget 
and  pay  the  bills  and  tend  the  children  and  plan  together 
for  the  future.  No,  we  cannot  do  that  until  we  are  truly 
one;  united,  bound,  linked,  tied,  welded,  sealed,  married. 

Can  you  see  then  the  moral  schizophrenia  that  comes 
from  pretending  we  are  one,  sharing  the  physical  symbols 
and  physical  intimacy  of  our  union,  but  then  fleeing,  re¬ 
treating,  severing  all  such  other  aspects  —  and  symbols 
— -  of  what  was  meant  to  be  a  total  obligation,  only  to  unite 
again  furtively  some  other  night  or,  worse  yet,  furtively 
unite  (and  you  can  tell  how  cynically  I  use  that  word)  with

body  is  so  central  to  the  great  abiding  and  eternal  triumph 
of  Christ’s  atonement. 

So  partly  in  answer  to  “why”  such  seriousness,  we 
answer  that  one  toying  with  the  God-given  —  and  Satani- 
cally  coveted  —  body  of  another,  toys  with  the  very  soul  of 
that  individual,  toys  with  the  central  purpose  and  product 
of  life,  “the  very  key”  to  life,  as  Elder  Boyd  K.  Packer 
once  called  it.  In  trivializing  the  soul  of  another  (please 
include  the  word  “body”  there)  we  trivialize  the  atone¬ 
ment  which  saved  that  soul  and  guaranteed  its  continued 
existence.  Exploitation  of  the  body  (please  include  the 
word  “soul”  there)  is,  in  the  last  analysis,  an  exploitation 
of  Him  who  is  the  Light  and  the  Life  of  the  world. 

Our  soul  is  what’s  at  stake  here  —  our  spirit  and  our 
body.  The  purchase  price  for  our  fullness  of  joy  —  body 
and  spirit  eternally  united  —  is  the  pure  and  innocent 
blood  of  the  Savior  of  the  world. 

Second,  may  I  suggest  that  human  intimacy,  that  sa¬ 
cred,  physical  union  ordained  of  God  for  a  married  couple, 
deals  with  a  symbol  that  demands  special  sanctity.  Such 
an  act  of  love  between  a  man  and  a  woman  is  —  or  cer¬ 
tainly  was  ordained  to  be  —  a  symbol  of  total  union:  union 
of  their  hearts,  their  hopes,  their  lives,  their  love,  their 
family,  their  future,  their  everything.  It  is  a  symbol  that 
we  try  to  suggest  in  the  temple  with  a  word  like  “seal.” 

But  such  a  total,  virtually  unbreakable  union,  such  an 
unyielding  commitment  between  a  man  and  a  woman  can 
only  come  with  the  proximity  and  permanence  afforded  in 
a  marriage  covenant,  with  the  union  of  all  that  they  pos¬ 
sess  —  their  very  hearts  and  minds,  all  their  days  and  all 


In  this  matter  of 
counterfeit  inti¬ 
macy  and  deceptive 


gratification,  I  express  particular  caution  to  the  men  who 
hear  this  message.  I  have  heard  all  my  life  that  it  is  the 
young  woman  who  has  to  assume  the  responsibility  for 
controlling  the  limits  of  intimacy  in  courtship  because  a 
young  man  cannot.  Seldom  have  I  heard  any  point  made 
about  this  subject  that  makes  me  want  to  throw  up  more 
than  that.  ’iVhat  kind  of  man  is  he,  what  priesthood  or 
power  or  strength  or  self-control  does  this  man  have  that 
lets  him  develop  in  society,  grow  to  the  age  of  mature 
accountability,  perhaps  even  pursue  a  university  educa¬ 
tion  and  prepare  to  affect  the  future  of  colleagues  and 
kingdoms  and  the  course  of  the  world  but  yet  does  not 
have  the  mental  capacity  or  the  moral  will  to  say,  “I  will 
not  do  that  thing”?  No,  this  sorry  drugstore  psychology 
would  have  him  say,  “I  just  can’t  help  myself.  My  glands 
have  complete  control  over  my  life  —  my  mind,  my  will, 
my  entire  future.” 

To  say  that  a  young  woman  in  such  a  relationship  has  to 
bear  her  responsibility  and  that  of  the  young  man’s  too  is 
the  most  discriminatory  doctrine  I  have  ever  heard.  In 
most  instances  if  there  is  sexual  transgression,  I  lay  the 
burden  squarely  on  the  shoulders  of  the  young  man,  for 
our  purposes  probably  a  priesthood  bearer,  and  that’s 
where  I  believe  God  intended  responsibility  to  be.  In 
saying  that,  I  do  not  excuse  young  women  who  exercise  no 
restraint  and  have  not  the  character  or  conviction  to  de¬ 
mand  intimacy  only  in  its  rightful  role. 

After  soul  and  symbol  the  word  is  sacrament,  a  term 
closely  related  to  the  other  two.  Sexual  intimacy  is  not 
only  a  symbolic  union  between  a  man  and  a  woman  —  the 


uniting  of  their  very  souls  —  but  it  is  also  symbolic  of  P 
union  between  mortals  and  deity,  between  otherwise  o 
dinary  and  fallible  humans  uniting  for  a  rare  and  speci  ® 
moment  with  God  Himself  and  all  the  powers  by  which  I  Jj 
gives  life  in  this  wide  universe  of  ours.  ^ 

In  this  latter  sense  human  intimacy  is  a  sacrament,’ 
very  special  kind  of  symbol.  F or  our  purpose  here  today 
sacrament  could  be  any  one  of  a  number  of  gestures, 
acts  or  ordinances  that  unite  us  with  God  and  His  limitle  ‘j 
powers.  Those  special  moments  of  union  with  God  a  ^ 
sacramental  moments  —  such  as  kneeling  at  a  marriai 
altar,  or  blessing  a  newborn  baby,  or  partaking  of  t^ 
emblems  of  the  Lord’s  supper. 

I  wish  to  stress  with  you  this  morning,  as  my  third 
three  reasons  to  be  clean,  that  sexual  union  is  also,  in  i 
own  profound  way,  a  very  real  sacrament  of  the  highe 
order,  a  union  not  only  of  a  man  and  a  woman  but  ve 
much  the  union  of  that  man  and  woman  with  God. 

The  power  of  procreation 

Indeed  if  our  definition  of  sacrament  is  that  act  of  clai^ 
ing  and  sharing  and  exercising  God’s  own  inestimah 
power,  then  I  know  of  virtually  no  other  divine  privilej 
so  routinely  given  to  us  all  —  women  or  men,  ordained 
unordained.  Latter-day  Saint  or  non-Latter-day  Saint 
than  the  miraculous  and  majestic  power  of  transmittiilT'j 
life,  the  unspeakable,  unfathomable,  unbroken  power  ' 
procreation. 

I  submit  to  you  that  no  power,  priesthood  or  otherwis  |ri 
is  given  by  God  so  universally  to  so  many  with  virtually . 
control  over  its  use  except  self-control.  And  I  submit 
you  that  you  will  never  be  more  like  God  at  any  other  tir 
in  this  life  than  when  you  are  expressing  that  particul: 
power.  Of  all  the  titles  He  has  chosen  for  Himself,  Fathi 
is  the  one  He  declares  and  Creation  is  His  watchword 
especially  human  creation,  creation  in  His  image.  You  a:

H 
man  life  —  that  is  the  greatest  of  God’s  powers,  the  me 
mysterious  and  magnificent  chemistry  of  all  —  and  y 
and  I  have  been  given  it,  but  under  the  most  serious  a 
sacred  of  restrictions. 

Souls,  Symbols  and  Sacraments 

Souls.  Symbols.  Sacraments.  Does  any  of  this  help  y 
understand  “why”  human  intimacy  is  such  a  serious  m; 
ter?  Why  it  is  so  right  and  rewarding  and  stunning 
beautiful  when  it  is  within  marriage  and  approved  of  G 
(not  just  “good”  but  “very  good,”  He  declared  to  Adi 
and  Eve),  and  so  blasphemously  wrong  —  like  unto  mi 
der  —  when  it  is  outside  such  a  covenant?  It  is  my  und< 
standing  that  we  park  and  pet  and  sleep  over  and  sle 
with  at  the  peril  of  our  very  lives.  Our  penalty  may  r 
come  on  the  precise  day  of  our  transgression,  but  it  coir 
surely  and  certainly  enough,  and  were  it  not  for  a  merci| 
God  and  the  treasured  privilege  of  personal  repentani 
far  too  many  would  even  now  be  feeling  that  hellish  paj 
which  (like  the  passion  we  have  been  discussing)  is  a 
always  described  in  the  metaphor  of  fire. 

I  love  you  for  wanting  to  be  on  the  right  side  of  t 
gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  I  express  my  pride  in  and  apprec 
tion  for  your  faithfulness.  If  some  few  of  you  are  feeli 
the  “scars  ...  that  have  come  to  you  in  places  where  y 
ought  not  have  gone,”  I  wish  to  extend  to  you  the  spec 
peace  and  promise  available  through  the  atoning  sacrif 
of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  I  testify  of  the  power  of  the 
principles  and  ordinances,  including  complete  and 
deeming  repentance,  which  are  only  fully  realized  in  t  ! 
the  true  and  living  church  of  the  true  and  living  God.  TI 
we  may  “come  unto  Christ”  for  the  fullness  of  soul  a 
symbol  and  sacrament  He  offers  us,  I  pray  in  the  name 
Jesus  Christ,  amen.

UTEP  leads  the  WAC  in  field-goal 
ircentage  defense  with  an  average 


of  54  average  points  a  game.  BYU  is 
last  in  field-goal  percentage  defense. 

UTEP  has  beaten  the  likes  of  UAB, 
Boston  College  and  Wyoming.  Their 
key  player  is  guard  Tim  Hardaway 
who  leads  the  WAC  in  assists  and 
steals.  He  has  an  incredible  114  as-

sists  and  55  steals  on  the  year  thus 
far.  Guard  Marty  Haws  leads  BYU 
with  58  assists  and  19  steals. 

BYU  will  be  looking  to  avenge  last 
year’s  overtime  loss  to  UTEP  in 
Provo  and  at  the  same  time  increasing 
their  ranking  in  the  Top-20. 

“It’s  fun  to  be  a  ranked  team,”  said 
Toolson.  “I  would  rather  be  ranked 


number  one  at  the  end  of  the  year 
than  be  ranked  number  one  now. 
There  is  still  a  long  road  ahead.” 

Taylor  said  he  likes  the  No.  9  rank¬ 
ing  which  the  UPI  gave  BYU  better 
than  the  No.  12  given  BYU  by  the 
Associated  Press. 

“It  means  a  little  bit  more  to  have 
coaches  out  there  rank  us  nine  than 
the  number  12  ranking  the 
sports  writers  gave  us,”  he  said.  “The 
coaches  respect  us  more.” 

Toolson  said  he  isn’t  surprised  at 
BYU’s  success  at  this  point  in  the  sea¬ 
son.  He  said  the  team  had  planned  for 
this  kind  of  success  way  back  in  Octo¬ 
ber. 

BYU,  as  a  team,  leads  the  WAC  in 
scoring  offense  with  91  points  per 
game.  They  also  lead  in  free-throw 
percentage  (77  percent),  scoring  mar¬ 
gin  (25  points),  three-point  shot  per¬ 
centage  (61  percent)  and  three-point 
shot  percentage  defense  (27  percent). 

Individually,  Michael  Smith  and 
Jeff  Chatman  are  the  two  leading 
scorers  in  the  WAC,  23  and’ 21  points 
per  game  average.  Nathan  Call  leads 
in  the  three-point  percentage  cate¬ 
gory  with  65  percent. 

BYU,  UTEP  and  Utah  are  the 
three  remaining  undefeated  teams  in 
WAC  competition.

The  publisher  of  The  Charlotte  (N.C.)  Observer 
and  The  Charlotte  News,  Rolfe  Neill,  will  speak  to 
students  today  at  the  Communication  Symposium 
at  11  a.m.  in  the  Pardoe  Drama  Theatre,  HFAC. 

The  Charlotte  Observer  is  the  newspaper  that 
broke  the  story  on  Jim  and  Tammy  Bakker. 

Neill  is  a  1954  graduate  of  The  University  of 
North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill  where  he  was  editor 
of  the  university’s  student  paper.  The  Daily  Tar 
Heel. 


PYom  1954  to  1956  he  served  in  Korea,  Japan  and 
the  United  States  for  the  U.S.  Army. 

A  job  as  a  morning  newspaper  carrier  at  the  age 
of  10  first  sparked  Neill’s  interest  in  the  newspaper 
business.

Neill  came  to  Charlotte,  N.C.,in  1975  to  serve  in 
his  present  position  as  publisher. 

Actively  involved  on  civic  boards  and  in  press 
association  work,  Neill  frequently  lectures  on  jour¬ 
nalism.

Spuds  expected; 
gem  discovered 

FREETOWN,  Sierra  Leone  (AP) 
—  A  potato  farmer  dug  up  one  of  the 
largest  diamonds  ever  found  in  this 
mineral-rich  country,  but  it  was  bro¬ 
ken  into  three  pieces  in  a  dispute  over 
whether  it  was  real,  a  government 
official  said  Wednesday. 

The  unidentified  farmer  found  the 
307-carat  gem  Friday  while  digging 
up  what  he  thought  was  a  stone  in  his 
potato  patch  in  the  eastern  Kono  dis¬ 
trict. 

The  man  and  a  friend  broke  the 
stone  into  three  pieces  following  an 
argument  over  whether  it  was  really 
a  diamond  or  not. 

Officials  of  the  National  Diamond 
Mining  Corporation  confirmed  it  was 
a  diamond. 

The  pieces  were  deposited  in  the 
central  bank  in  the  capital,  Freetown, 
while  government  officials  tried  to 
sort  out  the  ownership  claims. 

The  corporation  said  the  stone  be¬ 
longed  to  them  since  it  was  found  on 
their  leased  property.  The  farmer  and 
a  third  party,  a  group  calling  itself 
“supporters”  of  the  farmer,  both 
claimed  they  were  the  rightful  own¬ 
ers. 

Assessors  from  the  Government 
Gold  and  Diamond  office  did  not  put  a 
monetary  value  on  the  pieces. 

The  969-carat  Star  of  Sierra  Leone 
was  found  in  1971.

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Soviet  cosmonaut  says:  Authorities  take  aim  at  Seattle  gangs 


Space  flight  OK 


MOSCOW  (AP)  —  Cosmonaut 
Yuri  Romanenko  said  Wednesday  he 
battled  boredom  and  isolation  during 
his  record  326  days  in  space  by  watch¬ 
ing  the  Earth  spin  beneath  him  and 
telling  his  wife  via  a  TV  hookup  how 
to  renovate  their  apartment. 

Soviet  space  officials  said  Ro¬ 
manenko’s  rapid  recovery  from  his 
voyage  proves  there  are  no  physical 
barriers  to  a  manned  mission  to  Mars. 

Romanenko,  who  holds  the  space 
endurance  record,  and  other  space  of¬ 
ficials  met  with  reporters  to  talk 
about  his  11-month  space  flight  that 
ended  when  a  new  crew  of  cosmo¬ 
nauts  came  to  the  Mir  space  station 
three  weeks  ago. 

The  mission  commander  bounded 
onto  the  speakers’  platform  and 
talked  animatedly  for  nearly  two 
hours,  describing  some  of  the  170  ex¬ 
periments  conducted  over  the  last 
year  and  the  psychological  effects  of 
being  so  far  from  home  and  family. 

Romanenko,  43,  and  Alexander 
Laveikin  blasted  off  on  Feb.  6,  1987, 
aboard  the  Soyuz  TM-2  capsule,  dock¬ 
ing  at  the  Mir  station  two  days  later. 
Mission  control  ordered  Laveikin 
back  to  Earth  after  five  months  be¬ 
cause  of  heart  problems. 

Laveikin  was  replaced  by  Alexan¬ 
der  Alexandrov  in  July  during  a  joint 
Soviet-Syrian  mission  to  the  space 
station. 

Romenanko  made  light  of  the  isola¬ 
tion  of  space.  He  joked  that  he 
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was  able  to  avoid  the  discomfort  of  a 
major  apartment  renovation  by  giv¬ 
ing  advice  once  or  twice  a  week  from 
afar. 

“My  wife  got  our  apartment  reno¬ 
vated  during  the  mission  and  I  gave 
her  good  advice  from  afar,”  he  said. 
“When  I  came  back  the  flat  was  all 
ready.” 

He  said  he  didn’t  have  time  to  be 
bored  because  of  the  volume  of  scien¬ 
tific  work  to  be  performed,  the  won¬ 
der  of  having  planet  Earth  spin  by  as 
the  space  station  completed  16  orbits 
daily  and  the  need  to  check  in  with 
mission  control  every  hour. 

“Difficult  psychological  situations 
can  arise  among  crew  members  on 
space  ships,  and  this  has  been  ob¬ 
served  during  long  flights,”  Ro¬ 
manenko  said. 

“In  this  case,  however,  we  had 
comradely  relations,  close  contacts, 
and  our  colleagues,  my  comrades-in- 
arms  so  to  speak,  always  worked  well 
together.” 

Vladimir  Shatalov,  chief  of  cosmo¬ 
naut  training,  and  Valery  Ryumin  of 
the  Mission  Control  Center  said  Ro¬ 
manenko  wrote  20  songs  aboard  the 
Mir  station,  some  of  which  were  light¬ 
hearted  and  showed  he  was  generally 
in  a  good  mood. 

Romanenko  suffered  no  apparent 
long-term  health  effects  from  the  pro¬ 
tracted  absence  and  showed  the  least 
loss  of  bone  calcium  of  any  cosmonaut 
who  has  taken  part  in  a  lengthy  mis¬ 
sion,  said  Anatoly  Grigoriev,  deputy 
director  of  the  Bio-Medical  Space  Re¬ 
search  Institute. 

Romanenko  lost  less  than  5  percent 
of  his  bone  calcium  during  the  mis¬ 
sion,  Grigoriev  said.  Other  cosmo¬ 
nauts  have  suffered  losses  of  up  to  20 
percent. 

“I  don’t  think  we  will  get  any  differ¬ 
ent  results  if  we  have  cosmonauts 
spend  l‘/2  years  in  space,  and  we  are 
not  striving  just  for  records,”  Shat¬ 
alov  said. 

“There  should  be  a  purpose  in  all  of 
this  and  I  think  in  the  near  future  the 
goal  will  be  a  manned  flight  to  Mars,” 
he  said. 

Space  experts  have  said  that  a 
manned  flight  to  Mars  would  take 
about  three  years  for  a  round  trip. 

No  date  has  been  mentioned  yet  for 
such  a  mission,  but  U.S.  and  Soviet 
space  officials  have  said  a  joint  trip 
could  result  from  projects  aiming  to 
improve  research  cooperation  be¬ 
tween  the  superpowers. 


Radcliffe  president 
plans  to  give  up  her 
position  next  year 
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SEATTLE  (AP)  —  Federal  inves¬ 
tigators,  prompted  by  increasing  re¬ 
ports  of  Los  Angeles  gang  activity  in 
Seattle,  are  joining  forces  with  local 
authorities  to  crack  down  on  cocaine 
sales  and  other  crime. 

“Drug  distribution  networks  can 
present  a  more  serious  problem  when 
such  illegal  activities  are  promoted  by 
alleged  gang-associated  individuals 
prone  to  use  violence  and  firearms  in 
connection  with  drug  dealing,”  U.S. 
Attorney  Gene  Anderson  said  in  an¬ 
nouncing  the  effort  Tuesday. 

Agencies  involved  in  probing  the 
gang  activity  include  the  FBI,  Drug 
Enforcement  Administration  and  the 
Alcohol,  Tobacco  and  Firearms  Divi¬ 
sion  of  the  Treasury  Department. 

Seattle  Police  Chief  Patrick  Fitzsi- 
mons  said  he  went  to  Anderson  five 
months  ago  asking  for  federal  help 
with  gangs. 

A  federal  law-enforcement  source 
who  wanted  to  remain  anonymous, 
said  local  law-enforcement  officials 
aren’t  able  to  prosecute  gang-related 
cases  effectively,  and  that  Los  Ange¬ 
les  police  warned  Seattle  officials  that 
gang  members  believe  Washington’s 
criminal  justice  system  is  ineffective. 

Indictments  may  be  sought  from  a 
federal  grand  jury  and  the  Racketeer 
Influenced  and  Corrupt  Organization 
Act  may  be  used.  The  RICO  statute 
carries  a  20-year  prison  term  and  al¬ 
lows  the  seizure  of  property. 

Under  RICO,  federal  prosecutors 
also  could  pursue  murders  that  oc¬ 
curred  in  local  jurisdictions  and  nor¬ 
mally  fall  outside  federal  laws. 

At  least  five  murders  in  Seattle  be¬ 
lieved  to  be  gang-related  are  being 
investigated,  the  Post-Intelligencer 
reported  Wednesday. 

Smaller  offenses  may  be  investi¬ 
gated  in  efforts  to  gain  information 
through  plea  negotiations. 

About  150  to  200  gang  members  are
